The  term  "resident"  shall  include  persons  who  rent 
premises    in    the    Town    or    are    guests    at    the   same. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  trade  in 
the  Austin  Western  Grader,  without  the  snow  plow  and  dozer 
blade  so  that  the  same  may  be  used  on  the  new  Grader,  and 
to  purchase  a  new  Austin  Western  Grader,  Model  300  Pacer, 
with  front  plow  attachments,  wing  attachments  and  wing, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  Twenty- 
eight  Thousand  Dollars  ($28,000.00)  for  such  purchase.  The 
sum  of  Three  Thousand  Dollars  ($3,000.00)  shall  be  raised 
this  year,  and  the  balance  of  Twenty -five  Thousand  Dollars 
($25,000.00)  shall  be  raised  by  long-term  notes  payable  in 
five  yearly  installments  of  Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00) 
beginning  in  1970,  but  with  the  right  in  the  Town  to  accel- 
erate payment  of  any  unpaid  installments.

Five  Thousand  Dollars  ($5,000.00)  shall  be  raised  by  long- 
term  notes  payable  in  two  yearly  installments  of  Two 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500.00)  beginning  in 
1970,  but  with  the  right  in  the  Town  to  accelerate  payment 
of  any  unpaid  installments.

1 .  Toward  further  enhancement  of  our  capacity  to  meet  the 
challenges  of  our  responsibilities  as  the  first  line  of  defense  against  the 
revages  of  fire  we  have  added  the  following  major  items  of  new  equip- 
ment during  the  past  year. 

1    Johnson  Personal  Messenger  Radio  $145.00 

(Installed  on  Engine  One  for  portable  use) 

300  feet  214  inch  hose;  Superior  quality  405.00 

300  feet  V/2  inch  hose;  Superior  quality  270.00 

1  Smoke  ejector  235.00 

1  Akron  Turbo-jet  nozzle  200.00 

4  Plectron  transistorized  radio  receivers  438.00 

Additional  funds  were  expended  and  charged  to  our  equipment 
account  for  the  procurement  of  many  items  of  less  value  and  for  re- 
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modeling  of  pick-up  truck  used  primarily  for  forest  fire  work. 

The  purchase  of  four  additional  Plectron  radio  receivers  enables 
this  department  to  receive  fire  alarms  at  27  separate  locations  which 
provides  a  maximum  of  coverage  for  this  purpose. 

2.  The  members  of  this  department  proudly  acknowledge  a 
tangible  evidence  of  major  support  by  our  Ladies  Auxilary  (Plectrons) 
who  have  donated  the  sum  of  $400.00  to  the  department.  This  sum 
was  obtained  by  these  ladies  through  the  operation  of  food  sales,  card 
parties,  dances  and  other  worthy  endeavors.  Again,  we  say,  "Thank 
you  Ladies." 

3.  TRAINING:  The  personnel  of  this  department  endeavors  to 
pursue  a  constant  training  program  which  will  assure  proficiency  of  all 
members  in  all  possible  work  situations.  Toward  that  end  many  simu- 
lated black-board  training  exercises  have  been  conducted.  In  these 
situations  personnel  are  instructed  in  essential  duties  and  are  called 
upon  to  give  detailed  information  as  to  what  they  would  do  under  the 
many  varying  situations  which  are  developed. 

These  situations  might  indicate  a  structural  fire  at  any  designated 
property;  weather  conditions,  wind,  rain,  snow,  ice,  etc.  A  partial  listing 
of  the  areas  of  responsibilities  covered  in  these  simulated  class  sessions 
are: 

1.  Procedure  for  departure  from  station. 

Radio  report  to  Central  Dispatch,  Laconia,  Personnel  available. 

2.  Immediate  action  upon  arrival  at  scene  of  fire. 

3.  Determination  as  to  calling  for  Mutual  Aid. 

4.  Determination  as  to  procedure  for  attacking  the  fire. 
Immediate  action  -  Water  supply  in  area  -  Access  roads  -  Hose 

laying  procedure  -  Rural  hitch  if  use  is  indicated  -  Pump  operations  -  use 
of  radio  -  Assignment  of  assistance  as  same  arrives. 

5.  Protection  of  property 

6.  Salvage 

7.  Cleanup 

8.  And  many  others. 

This  type  of  training  has  proven  to  be  ideal  during  the  winter 
months.  It  has  proven  to  be  most  satisfactory  because  of  the  members 
personal  participation  in  many  different  situations  and  from  being  a 
spectator  as  others  participate.  Duty  assignments  are  constantly  changed 
and  much  general  discussion  is  developed. 

4.  During  the  year  1969  the  members  of  this  department  have  de- 
voted a  great  amount  of  effort  in  the  study  of  a  building  program  which 
is  considered  to  meet  the  reasonable  future  needs  of  the  department  and 
at  the  same  time,  provide  for  a  major  civic  improvement  to  the  town. 
The  details  of  this  plan  will  be  forthcoming  In  the  next  several  weeks. 
We  will  be  soliciting  favorable  support  for  this  program.

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PEAKED  HILL  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


We  have  passed  through  1969  without  any  large 
structural  fires,  thanks  to  our  townsfolk  caution  with  fire. 

We  have  added  two  new  Surviair  breathing  apparatus 
complete  with  spare  tanks  which  we  use  for  attacking 
structural  lire  from  within  the  building.  These  are  identical 
to  those  of  the  Iron  Works  department  thereby  being  inter- 
changeable when  we  work  together. 

More  Plectron  monitor  receivers  have  been  added  to 
assist  in  alerting  our  firemen.  We  have  a  mobile  transceiver 
on  order  which  will  be  installed  in  our  large  tanker.  This  set 
is  the  same  frequency  as  used  by  other  mutual  aid  depart- 
ments. This  will  give  us  the  31.90  A.M.  frequency  and  the 
33.90  F.M.  frequency  in  each  truck. 

We  obtained  approval  from  the  state  to  install  a  septic 
tank  beside  the  station.  Work  on  this  was  done  by  Ken 
Nutter.  This  winter  we  are  installing  toilets  something  we  had 
promised  ourselves  for  a  long  time. 

The  Clam  Bakes  in  July  and  August  were  a  sell  out. 
Everyone  in  the  department  plus  many  friends  turn  to  and 
make  these  a  great  success. 

We  held  our  first  fund  raising  drive  and  found  it  very 
successful.  Our  tlianks  to  so  many  of  our  friends  who  gave, 
it  is  wonderful  to  realize  that  you  really  want  to  help  us. 
Monies  from  this  drive  and  the  clam  bakes  enable  us  to  pur- 
chase many  articles  of  equipment  for  our  trucks  and  buildings. 

Please  remember  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Board  of  Fire  Control.  Get  your  permit  from  your 
fire  department  before  having  any  power  oil  burners  installed.

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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
&  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Less  fortunate  than  our  northern  towns,  we  had  too 
many  fires.  Carelessness  in  burning  trash  and  discarding 
smoking  material  and  children  playing  with  fire  caused  most 
of  the  fires.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job  would  be 
easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws  that  govern  the 
kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis  of  these  laws  follow: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodland  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  This 
includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an  incinerator, 
grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush  burning.  Such 
burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be  prior  to  9:00  A.M. 
and  after  5:00  P.M. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  anytime 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District  Chief 
and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  property 
with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's  property 
with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and  permission  of 
the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid  such  fires  if  in  a 
hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking  fires  in  the  White 
Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  obtained  from  the  Laconia 
Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations.  Permits  are  not  required  in 
public  camp  or  picnic  grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been 
built  for  this  purpose. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  60  days. 

2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  recklessly 
that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum  fine  is  $500.00 
or  one  year's  imprisonment. 
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3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire   before   leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in   (1)  above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near  wood- 
land, maximum  fine  is  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

The  past  year  Gilmanton  Civil  Defense  has  continued  to 
work  with  the  Gilmanton  Fire  Departments  Rescue  Squad 
and  now  can  say  proudly  that  we  have  a  well  trained  squad 
and  a  fully  equipped  vehicle  to  serve  the  emergency  needs  of 
our  town.  A  trailer  for  the  rescue  boat  and  hand  lights  were 
purchased  with  Civil  Defense  funds.  Civil  Defense  funds  also 
paid  an  instructor  for  tiie  courses  in  Medical  Self-help  and 
First  Aid;  two  (2)  courses  in  standard  first  aid  as  well  as  the 
Advanced  First  Aid  now  going  on. 

The  help  and  generosity  of  our  two  fire  departments 
has  made  it  possible  for  the  rescue  squad  to  add  new  and 
needed  equipment  to  their  truck  a  chain  saw,  and  air  chisels 
to  free  trapped  victims  of  an  auto  accident. 

The  Rescue  Squad  has  been  called  on  twelve  times  as 
well  as  standing  by  at  all  fires  in  our  town. 

Two  (2)  searches  for  lost  persons. 
Five  (5)  automobile  accidents. 
Three  (3)  Resuscitator  calls. 

The  treatment  of  five  (5)  burn  victims  at  the  scene  of 
fires. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  thank  Mr.  (Jeorgc 
Boley  for  his  untiring  efforts  and  leadership  in  helping  to 
form  and  equip  this  group  as  the  first  captain  of  the  Gil- 
manton Fire  Departments  Rescue  S(|uad.  We  have  lost  a 
valuable  and  dedicated  young  man  and  wish  liim  well  in  the 
Belmont  Fire  Department. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  two  (2)  fire  departments 
for    their    much    needed    help    for    our   continued    success. 

In  closing,  let  me  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the 
officers  and  men  of  the  rescue  squad  who  have  worked  long 
and  tirelessly  in  making  possible  for  our  town  another 
volunteer   service    much    needed    in    our   comnuniity.

1969-1970  Session 
District  6  Barnstead  •  Gilmanton 


LEGISLATIVE  STUDY  COMMITTEE 

The  last  legislative  session,  considered  by  many  veteran 
legislators  as  hectic,  was  also  a  very  productive  session.  Over 
1500  bills  and  resolutions  were  considered  by  the  House  and 
Senate.  Now  the  Legislative  Study  Committee  continues  to 
study  those  bills  referred  to  it.  Membership  of  the  Committee 
comes  from  both  Houses,  and  House  Speaker  Marshall 
Cobleigh  appointed  me  to  this  committee.  I  was  elected 
chairman  by  this  committee. 

This  committee  will  report  its  findings  to  the  Special 
Session  of  1970  and  the  1971  regular  session.  One  of  the 
matters  under  study  includes  the  State  Fire  Marshall's 
Department  and  the  need  for  more  building  inspectors  and 
faster  fire  investigations. 

TASK  FORCE 

Governor  Peterson's  Task  Force  has  completed  a  monu- 
mental study  of  state  government  and  has  suggested  many 
changes  to  create  a  more  responsive  and  efficient  state 
government.  The  Legislature  will  meet  in  a  historic  Special 
Session  to  debate  and  decide  on  organizational  change  and 
Constitutional  Amendments.  State  reorganization  is  long 
overdue  and  it  is  hoped  that  we  can  reorganize  the  state 
departments  and  in  so  doing,  avoid  cost.  My  work  on  the 
Appropriations  Committee  will  continue  as  many  of  the  re- 
forms will  require  changes  in  the  budget. 

STATE  COUNCIL  ON  AGING 

The  Old  American  Act  of  1965  was  incorporated  in  a 
bill  1  co-sponsored,  HB  218,  Relative  to  the  State  Council  on 
Aging.  This  Council  will  provide  special  services  and  oppor- 
tunities for  the  elderly  in  their  home  communities.  In  July, 
the  Governor  appointed  me  to  the  Council  and  1  was  elected 
vice-chairman  of  this  group. 
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New  Hampshire  has  over  86,000  citizens  age  65  or  over, 
comprising  13%  of  the  total  state  population,  yet  to  date 
many  of  their  needs  are  overlooked  by  government.  The 
Council  will  be  concerned  with  many  factors  of  aging,  in- 
cluding physical  and  mental  health,  housing,  financial  needs 
and  utilization  of  leisure  time. 

TELEPHONE  POLL 

A  bill  drafted  by  your  Representative  to  require  toll  free 
telephone  service  within  the  town  boundaries  did  not  pass, 
but  I  have  arranged  with  the  Public  Utility  Commission  to 
have  the  two  telephone  companies  conduct  a  poll  next 
summer.  This  poll  will  be  taken  to  determine  if  the  town- 
people  want  such  a  toll  free  service.  Such  a  service  would 
allow  you  to  call  everyone  within  the  town  without  an 
additional  toll  charge. 

SPECIAL  PROJECTS 

A  betterment  project  started  this  Fall  on  Route  140  in 
the  Iron  Works  Village.  This  $31,000  project  should  be  com- 
pleted by  next  summer.  As  a  taxpayer,  you  will  be  asked  to 
sign  a  petition  for  another  betterment  project  to  begin  on 
Route  107  near  the  Belmont  town  line.  Local  support  for 
highway  improvement  is  helpful  in  establishing  this  project 
as  a  priority. 

On  February  5  a  hearing  was  held  for  a  requested  Right- 
of-Way.  This  request  proposes  an  access  road  and  a  boat- 
launching  ramp  in  the  area  of  Crystal  Lake  Park.  I  will  [)ursue 
this  request  to  make  sure  of  favorable  Governor  and  Council 
action  on  this  expenditure. 

COUNTY  GOVERNMENT  IMPROVEMENTS 

As  chairman  of  the  (^lounty  Delegation,  this  year  I  will 
recommend  that  the  County  contribute  a  greater  amount  to 
the  Lakes  Region  Mental  Health  (Clinic.  This  agency  serves 
all  the  towns  in  Belknap  County  and  is  bcncCicial  to  our 
school  system.  I  will  also  recommend  the  position  oi"  juvenile 
officer   be   included    among  the   personnel    in    the   County 
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Sherriff  s  Department.  This  juvenile  officer  will  work  with 
young  adults  and  school  children  toward  preventing  criminal 
offenses.  The  County  Sheriff's  Department  now  patrols  all 
towns  without  fuUtime  police  departments  and  the  added 
security  has  been  met  with  approval,  particularly  by  those 
who  live  in  remote  places  and  are  part-time  residents. 

TOWN  ZONING 

At  this  Town  Meeting,  you  will  be  asked  to  vote  on  a 
proposed  zoning  ordinance  for  Gilmanton.  After  hearing  the 
pros  and  cons  at  the  public  hearings,  the  important  thing  to 
realize  is  that  ordinances  are  designed  to  be  flexible.  Pro- 
tection of  your  property  values  and  avoidance  of  unplanned 
growth  are  two  advantages  of  zoning.  Rapid  increase  in 
growth  cannot  be  absorbed  in  Gilmanton  without  increasing 
our  taxes  to  a  staggering  rate,  but  steady  well-planned  housing 
can  be  an  attractive  asset  to  this  colonial  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents  and  Voters: 

I  wish  to  present  my  fourth  and  final  report  to  you  as 
your  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Inasmuch  as  the  Gilmanton 
School  is  now  in  its  fourth  year  of  operation,  the  routine  is 
well  established  with  few  changes  becoming  necessary  in  its 
instruction  and  operation.  During  the  past  year  some  items 
are  worthy  of  note. 

PERSONNEL: 

One  change  occured  in  the  teaching  staff,  namely,  that 
of  the  election  of  Mrs.  Nirvana  Nieuwejaar  who  took  the 
place  of  Leonard  Bruno.  Because  of  Mrs.  Nieuwejaar's  train- 
ing and  interest,  an  excellent  art  program  has  been  incor- 
porated as  a  part  of  the  curriculum.  The  school  is  most 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  offer  this  program  of  enrichment 
to  its  students. 

ENROLLMENT: 

The  enrollment  during  the  past  year  has  changed  very 
little.  The  school  opened  with  157  pupils.  At  the  present 
time  the  enrollment  stands  at  154  with  a  fairly  even  distri- 
bution of  pupils  in  each  of  the  eight  grades.  The  first  grade 
with  25  is  the  largest  while  15  in  the  8th  grade  is  the  smallest. 

DEPARTMENTALIZATION : 

This  year  Mr.  Heath  has  for  the  first  time  instituted  a 
program  whereby  the  upper  four  grades  have  a  depart- 
mentalized situation.  This  means  that  (\i(h  of  the  four 
teachers  of  grades  five  through  eight  teach  a  different  area. 
Miss  Eraser  teaches  the  Language  Arts  for  each  of  the  four 
upper  grades,  Mrs.  Nieuwejaar  the  Science,  Mrs.  Allard  the 
Mathematics  and  Principal  Heath  the  Social  Studies. 

CAFETERIA: 

At  the  present  time  Mrs.  Scovill  with  llic  assistance  ol 
Mrs.  Graves  is  in  charge  of  the  hot  lunch  program.  The  fad 
that  it  is  a  successful  otic  this  year  is  evidenced  by  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  pupils  wiio  are  buying  hot  lunches. 
It  was  necessary  to  purchase  a  new  freezer  of  the  commercial 
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type  in  order  to  provide  more  storage  space  for  frozen  foods 
which  sometimes  comes  in  large  quantities  from  the  Federal 
Government. 

MAINTENANCE: 

Twice  during  the  past  year  hghtning  has  struck  the 
building  which  has  caused  a  loss  of  electrical  power.  The 
damage  in  both  instances  was  not  great  and  insurance  has 
covered  most  of  the  costs  of  repair.  It  was  most  fortunate 
that  the  school  was  provided  with  an  auxihary  gas  operated 
generator.  This  lias  well  proved  its  worth  as  a  result  of  these 
two  incidents. 

LEACHING  FIELD: 

Last  year  it  was  decided  to  postpone  the  acceptance  of 
any  bids  for  reconstruction  of  a  new  leaching  field.  This  spring 
bids  were  requested  again  with  only  one  bid  received  by  the 
board.  The  board  accepted  the  offer  of  Mr.  Lank  of  Pittsfield 
with  the  result  that  the  work  was  done  and  accomphshed 
during  the  summer  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Kent,  the  archi- 
tect. With  state  inspection  approval,  it  was  ready  for  oper- 
ation when  school  opened  in  September.  Sewerage  is  now 
pumped  to  a  leaching  field  some  distance  from  the  school 
with  an  auxiliary  pump  in  case  the  one  in  use  should  fail  to 
operate.  Each  year  these  pumps  will  be  alternated  so  that  no 
one  pump  will  get  all  the  wear.  They  will  be  inspected  to  be 
sure  that  they  are  in  mechanically  good  condition. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  of 
the  members  of  the  Gilmanton  School  Board  as  well  as  that  of 
Mr.  Heath  and  members  of  his  staff.  I  also  wish  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  the  fine  services  of  Mrs.  Bellavance,  the  school 
nurse,  as  well  as  Mr.  Nelson  and  his  bus  drivers.  The  people  of 
Gilmanton  should  be  proud  of  their  elementary  school  and  its 
staff  of  teachers.  The  comparatively  small  classes  provide 
opportunity  for  more  individual  help  by  the  teachers.  The 
fact  that  they  are  dedicated  to  their  work  is  evidenced  by  the 
quality  of  their  instruction.  These  people  who  are  teaching  the 
children  of  Gilmanton  are  performing  the  most  valuable 
service  that  can  be  offered  to  the  citizens  of  the  town.  They 
deserve  your  financial  support  and  respect.
